Cal State Long Beach’s parking 
problems are spilling into nearby 
neighborhoods. 

Residents in neighborhoods along 
Atherton Street and Palo Verde Av- 
enue said student parking in the neigh- 
boring streets has led to a number of 
issues, including littering, speeding 
and accidents. 

CSULB’s neighbors said that for 
the most part, they understand why 
students need to park on the street, 
but they think students could be more 
courteous about it. 

“They have to park some place,” 
said Douglas Polly, a 29-year resident 
of a neighborhood on Palo Verde Av- 
enue. “I’m saying that because I’m a 
graduate of [CSULB,] I do get a little 
bit upset when I go out and a student 
has dropped papers or coke cans.

That’s not very nice.” 

Residential parking permits have 
also been a limiting factor for residents 
and students alike in the Palo Verde 
neighborhoods. 

Gina Leigh, a 13-year resident of 
a Palo Verde neighborhood, said her 
neighborhood requires residents to pur- 
chase a permit for street parking. She 
said she’s received tickets in her neigh- 
borhood because of this, but she’s still 
glad parking is regulated on her street. 

“We get the tickets just as much as 
[students] do if we leave our car on the 
street and don’t have the pass,” Leigh 
said. “I know students want to watch 
every penny, but the tickets aren’t 
cheap ... [Tickets] are over $60 for 
parking more than one hour [without 
the permit]. So once they get a couple 
tickets, they generally stop parking 
here.” 

Leigh said student parking in her 
neighborhood creates disturbances, 
like noisy car alarms and litter in the 


about 30 active members, according to 
BCWP President and junior business 
finance major Jordan Lisnock. 

Lisnock said he noticed that there was 
no water polo club at last fall’s Week of 
Welcome, so he spoke to the club sports 
and recreation department to find out 
how he could create one.

“More people need to experience it,” 
Fuentes said. “A lot of people think that 
it’s like volleyball in water. It’s more 
than that ... even during rest time be- 
tween quarters, you still have to tread 
in order to stay afloat.” 

Fuentes said he plans to stay in the 
club for the season and that he is glad to 
have the chance to compete in a league 
while sharing his love for the sport with 
other people. His water polo plans af- 
ter college remain uncertain, though. If 
anything, he said he wants to continue 
playing during his free time on the side, 
just to stay involved.

the residential Atherton Street to avoid 
traffic on the main street. 

However, he said he understands 
that students’ parking problems come 
with the territory. 

“TResidents] know that this is part 
of living here,” Zuganelis said. “The 
students that park here have given up 
looking for spaces [on campus]. This 
is a long walk to get to your classes. I 
think students prefer to park over there 
but sometimes rather not.” 

Zuganelis said that he also thinks 
on-campus parking permits should cost 
less, considering current prices leave 
some students willing to risk getting 
fined for parking on residential streets. 

He also said he thinks laws pushing 
students to park on campus need to be 
enforced more effectively. 

‘Leigh, on the other hand, said she has 
seen more effective parking enforce- 
ment, such as temporary signs. placed. 
at entrances to the neighborhood at the 
start of each semester, which help to de- 
ter students from parking in the streets. 

Polly said he thinks that implement- 
ing one-hour parking along the streets 
in some neighborhoods has, over the 
years, also encouraged students to park 


increased from once to four times a week. 

Although the club was approved last 
year after completing the necessary pa- 
perwork, the main obstacle was obtain- 
ing pool time hours, according to Hayes. 

Hayes, who is also the BCWP advis- 
er, said the pool was often unavailable 
because kinesiology classes and the wa- 
ter polo teams were using it. She said 
they have priority over any other clubs 
that want to use the pool. 

Hayes said despite the obstacles, she 
wishes the best for the team. 

“T hope they grow,” Hayes said. “Jor- 
dan [Lisnock] has worked hard to get 
this program going, and it’d be awe- 
some if we won a national title.” 


on campus instead. 

* However, other residents, like Mike 
Masterman, a 14-year resident of a 
neighborhood on Atherton Street, 
said students’ behavior while parking 
in the street is sometimes intolerable, 
such as when a student couldn’t find 
parking and backed into a neighbor’s 
truck. 

Masterman said the student drove 
down the street, found parking and 
then left to campus without inform- 
ing the resident about the incident. He 
said neighbors saw the accident and 
informed a police officer who lived 
nearby. The student’s car was then im- 
pounded. 

When something like that happens, 
Masterman said he thinks students 
should take responsibility for their ac- 
tions and realize that residents are more 
conscious than students think. 

“If you aren’t going to park on cam- 
pus and park down here, just think and 
realize people live here and we all have 
jobs,” Masterman said. “We aren’t in 
school. I get up at 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. Keep your trash to yourself, have 
some respect, and we won’t have any 
problems.”

“Overall, we’ve tripled in size,” 
Roberts said, noting that since 2005, 
nine fraternities have either started or 
returned to CSULB. 

President of Pi Kappa Phi Chris 
Myter said the rise in membership 
may be a result of better marketing 
techniques. 

“In my opinion, it’s probably be- 
cause of better recruitment strategies 
as a whole from [Interfraternity Coun- 
cil] and [Panhellenic Council], Myter 
said. : 

On-campus Interfraternity Coun- 
cil (IFC) is the governing council of 
Greek fraternities, while Panhellenic 
is the governing council for Greek so- 
rorities. 

This year, 445 women registered for 
Panhellenic Council’s sorority recruit- 
ment and 387 men registered for IFC’s 
fraternity recruitment. 

The university now has a total of 40 
Greek-connected organizations: seven 
nationally-linked Greek sororities and 
13 fraternities, as well as 13 cultural 
and seven black sororities and fraterni- 
ties, according to Roberts. 

Lily Contreras, Panhellenic’s vice 
president of recruitment, said she 
thinks the “Be Greek” slogan aided 
in the growth of the Greek system by 
helping to promote awareness about it. 

“Before [the] ‘Be Greek’ [slogan], 
we only had ‘Greek Life,’ and it wasn’t 
known about as much ... ‘Be Greek’ 
started in 2008, and it only got bigger 
from there,” Contreras said. 

In addition to producing T-shirts 
and information tables, Panhellenic 
took to’ social média’ websites this se- 
mester to promote recruitment, and the 
results were record-breaking, accord- 
ing to Contreras.

“We actively used Facebook and 
Instagram, and it ended up being the 
biggest it’s ever been,” Contreras said. 

President of Alpha Phi Sorority Eri- 
ca Hsu said she agrees with Contreras 
about the impact that social media has 
had on recruitment. 

“It’s a gateway for people who are 
on the fence about joining to get a 
glimpse of what we’re all about,” Hsu 
said. 

Hsu said her chapter also utilized 
social media during recruitment, but 
they mainly focused on encouraging 
interested girls to “Be Greek” instead 
of just being a member of Alpha Phi. 

Alpha Phi is now the campus’ larg- 
est sorority with 128 members com- 
pared to 30 members in 2005; Pi Kap- 
pa Phi stands as the school’s largest 
fraternity with 97 members, according 
to Myter. 

Hsu said she hopes social media can 
counter negative portrayals of Greeks, 
such as those in the TV show “Greek,” 


and highlight ways that CSULB 
Greeks benefit the community. 

According to the Greek Office, fra- 
ternities and sororities donated more 
than 23,000 hours of service as well 
as more than $122,000 to charity last 
year. Studies also show that members 
of fraternities and sororities have 
a higher graduation rate than non- 
Greek-affiliated students, Roberts 
said. 

“Fraternities and sororities have all 
sorts of services to offer at this school,” 
Myter said. “It is such a heavy com- 
muter school, and students are looking 
for something to be a part of.” 

Hsu said there have been rumors 
of possibly adding another sorority 
at CSULB because the campus total, 
the maximum number of members 
a fraternity or sorority can have, is 
currently the highest it’s ever been. 

Contreras said she thinks 
CSULB’s Greek community will 
continue to grow. 
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Students to fight for a chance 
to network with Boeing 


Eight teams will 
devise strategies to 
resolve issues in the 
aerospace industry.

Eight teams of Cal State Long Beach 
students will compete among them- 
selves this year for a chance to network 
with executives at Boeing Co. 

Boeing’s Business Career Founda- 
tion Program will host the annual com- 
petition to cultivate real-world business 
experience in high-potential college 
graduates, CSULB alumnus William 
Masters, one of the competition’s Boe- 
ing-employed coordinators, said. 

Masters said this year the program 
selected CSULB and Cal State Fullerton 
as its focus schools for the competition. 

Each three to five-member team will 
be provided with a business case study 
related to the aerospace industry. The 
teams will be asked to devise a strategy 
that can resolve the problems presented 
in a cost-effective and efficient manner, 
according to Masters. 

He said each team will be paired with 
a Boeing manager or executive who will 
serve as the team’s mentor and have two 
and a half weeks to plan, analyze and 
research their case study before present- 
ing it to a board of Boeing executives at 
CSULB. The executives will then judge 
the quality of each team’s pitch. 

The top two teams will earn an op- 
portunity to tour a site owned by the 
company as well as network with Boeing 
executives. Masters said the students will 


also be able to gain first-hand knowledge 
of job opportunities for recent graduates. 

During the contest, each team will 
compete against other teams from their 
respective colleges, including the Col- 
lege of Liberal Arts, the College of 
Business and the College of Engineer- 
ing, according to Masters. 

Senior operations and supply chain 
management major and member of 
Beach Cruisers team Matt Addeman 
said this is his second time participat- 
ing in the case study competition. 

Addeman said last year’s competi- 
tion, to which he and his team contribut- 
ed more than 160 hours of work, helped 
him understand the importance of time 
management, teamwork and working 
around information constraints. 

Although his team didn’t win, Ad- 
deman said the realistic nature of the 
simulation, in which teams must work 
in scenarios where important informa- 
tion is missing but accurate and effec- 
tive decisions must still be made, gave 
him and his team more professionalism. 

Addeman said getting involved on 
campus, particularly through the case 
study contest, was especially important 
in teaching him vital professional skills 
— including teamwork, effective leader- 
ship and creative problem-solving — that 
are not as easily learned in the classroom. 

“The best way to grow as a profes- 
sional and to build your career is to par- 
ticipate in team projects, and that starts 
here at school,” he said. 

The Beach Cruisers and its rival 
teams will start their work on Thursday 
and will complete their recommenda- 
tions on Oct. 16.. The Boeing executives 
will judge the teams two days later, on 
Oct. 18. Sign-ups for the competition 
have closed. 
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Giving licenses to undocumented immigrants is wise

Assembly and State Senate, AB 60 
was sent to Gov. Jerry Brown on 
Wednesday. 

“This bill will enable millions 
of people to get to work safely 
and legally,” Brown said in a Re- 
uters article. “Hopefully it will 
send a message to Washington 
that immigration reform is long 
past due.” 

According to Reuters, Califor- 
nia will be the 10th state to allow 
undocumented immigrants to 
obtain driver’s licenses. 

AB 60 does have its opponents, 
though: 

According to KPBS, several 
immigrant-rights groups were 
upset about AB 60 because it 
authorized marking licenses used.

Shared medical visits provide a better setting for some patients 


When most people in the western world 
think of a doctor’s visit, they think of close 
quarters and the exchange of private, some- 
times embarrassing information. 

Sometimes, people leave doctor’s visits devas- 
tated, frustrated and out of money. 

According to an article from the Los Angeles 
Times, doctors have been opening their doors to 
shared medical visits, specifically for patients with 
chronic ailments such as diabetes, HIV and obesity. 

The doctors get patients in and out more 
quickly, and patients save money on the grouped 
Visit. 

The LA Times article said that these group 
visits will become more common under the 
Affordable Care Act, which will call for more 
doctors for newly insured patients. 

According to the American Diabetes Associa- 
tion website, some of the meetings are educa- 
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tional and can involve a nurse educator, dietitian, 
a pharmacist and a behavioral therapist. 

These group sessions, which patients give 
consent for, serve like self-help meetings such 
as Alcoholics Anonymous. 

Patients who share an ailment can also share their 
struggles, experiences and 
hopes together in a com- 
fortable setting with others 
who understand what 
they’re going through. 

Not only are they sharing energies and positive 
encouragement, but patients are able to build off 
of one another and progress as a whole as they 
hear each other’s questions and concerns. 

Despite the time shared with others, patients 
still get longer sessions with their doctor in a new, 
dynamic setting. 

Patients fighting obesity can share a room 
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that turns into a gym, minus the apprehension 
of actually going to the gym. They can exercise 
gently, surrounded by others who are battling 
the same problem. 

In the instances mentioned in the article, patients 
return for their doctor’s visits consistently, enthu- 
siastic and improved each 
week. 

Sure, these group visits 
may be seen as a privacy 
breach for those who prefer 
one-on-one sessions with-the doctor. 

The beauty of it is, though, that the group ses- 
sions are completely voluntary. Participants are ex- 
pected to fill out confidentiality waivers beforehand. 

According to the ADA website, the Cooperative 
Health Care Clinic offers a model of group medical 
visits that include a health education session on a 
variable topic, a Q-and-A period and even a break 
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during which the doctor circulates to answer indi- 
vidual questions and listen to.concerns. 

While ADA says the group sessions are most 
popular, there are other models available such as 
drop-in, 90-minute Q-and-A sessions followed by 
brief examinations. 

From one model to the next, all of them share 
a focus on patient education and doctor involve- 
ment, a couple aspects lacking from the rushed 
one-on-one visits we know well. 

The group sessions also allow a physician to 
examine and compare patients, their interactions 
and concerns in a more informal setting. 

As atypical as these sessions may be, shared 
medical visits could benefit certain individuals. 
For all we know, they could end up saving lives.

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LA Dodgers swimming 
pool celebration is 
over-hyped by some 


Much has been said recently 
about the Los Angeles Dodgers 
and their level of sportsmanship 
following their playoff-clinching 
game against the Arizona Dia- 
mondbacks. 

On Thursday, the Dodgers re- 
ceived criticism from baseball fans 
and public figures like Sen. John 
McCain (R-Az.) for celebrating in the 
Diamondbacks’ swimming pool at 
Chase Field. 

McCain tweeted that it was a 
“no-class act by a bunch of overpaid, 
immature, arrogant spoiled brats. The 
Dodgers are idiots.” 

Diamondbacks infielder Willie 
Bloomquist added to McCain’s com- 
ments by saying the Dodgers “have 
a lot of veteran 
guys on that team 
that I though 
were classier than 
that.” 

Although some may believe cel- 
ebrating in another team’s swimming 
pool is unsportsmanlike, the Dodgers 
meant no harm. 

The event was as innocent as 
swimming in the pool, giving each 
other high-fives and taking funny 
pictures. 

If people are to be held respon- 
sible for the incident, it should be the 
Diamondbacks executives. 

According to the Los Angeles: 
Times, some Diamondbacks team 
officials pre-emptively warned the 
Dodgers not to celebrate on the field 
after celebrating in the dugout. 

Why warn a team to.not celebrate 
on the field if they haven’t expressed 
any desire to? 

Diamondbacks executives planted 
the seed in the minds of most Dodger 
players to celebrate on the field. 

Another important note is that the 
Dodgers waited to celebrate on the

field until most of the Diamondbacks 
fans had left. 

Still, this decision upset Diamond- 
backs upper management. 

“T could call it disrespectful 
and classless, but they don’t have 
a beautiful pool at their old park 
[Dodger Stadium],” Diamondbacks 
President Derrick Hall told the LA 
Times. 

Regardless of any Dodger explana- 
tion, the Diamondbacks will believe 
what they want to believe. 

After many sources picked up the - 
story, much negative attention and fo- 
cus has been placed on the Dodgers. 

Instead of talking about the Dodg- 
ers’ dramatic turnaround from a 
record of 30-42 to 89-66, others have 
focused solely on 
this incident. 

If the Dodgers 
meant any ill-will 
toward the Dia- 
mondbacks — of which there is no 
evidence — then it is likely a result of 
an ongoing rivalry between the two 
teams. 

According to AP, an incident erupt- 
ed between both teams in June when 
Diamondbacks pitcher Ian Kennedy 
hit Dodgers pitcher Zack Greinke with 
a pitch. 

The drilling led to a bench-clearing 
brawl that ultimately resulted in eight 
suspensions, according to the AP. 

Following the incident, Diamond- 
backs outfielder Adam Eaton said 
“what goes around, comes around,” 
according to the AP. 

In that sense, Eaton is right. The 
unnecessary bad blood held by the 
Diamondbacks over this celebratory 
incident will likely carry over to next 
spring.

The Red Bull Flugtag brings 
engineers and their creative 
hilarity to Long Beach.

The Red Bull Flugtag drew masses from all over Cali- 
fornia to Downtown Long Beach on Saturday, when con- 
testants from Alaska to Hawaii launched their comically 
designed aircrafts into Rainbow Harbor. 

Since 1992, when Red Bull held its first Flugtag in Vienna, 
Austria, teams of five have been assembling each year to build 
a craft that would get air, laughs or both. The Flugtag came 
to the U.S. in 2002, and it first came to Long Beach in 2010, 
according to the Red Bull website. This is its second year in 
Long Beach, one of the five locations of this year’s event. 

“Flugtag” is German for “flight day” or “airshow.” The 
“hangars,” or sectioned-off areas in the plaza next to the 
harbor, opened at 10 a.m. Spectators admired the comical 
structures, some plane-like and some simply outrageous 
in the form of pyramids or pizzas. Fans posed for pictures 
with their favorite teams and crafts that would fly for their 
first and last time. 

Out of a pool of hundreds of applicants, 29 teams were se- 
lected to compete in the Flugtag based upon their application 
and follow-up interviews. The panel of judges, which this year 
included “Workaholics” Blake Anderson, Adam DeVine and 
Anders Helm, was looking at each team’s creativity, show- 
manship and the distance their aircraft achieved. 

The wingspan of the craft could be no longer than 28 
feet wide and had to be created by a team of five. Including 
the “pilot,” the flying machine had to weigh less than 400 
pounds, a benefit for any team pushing the unit off the deck 
with as high a velocity as possible for maximum distance. 

Each pilot wore a life vest and helmet, even though every 
member of each team jumped off the deck after their craft flew 
— or dove, rather — into the water. 

Among the teams was Cal State Long Beach’s Hispanic 
Society for Professional Engineers (HSPE). Josh Beardsley, a 
member of the HSPE, said the team was excited for the flight, 
despite their grim Dia de los Muertos-inspired makeup. 

Their aircraft, in the model of a fiery bird, was based off 
of the HSPE’s Southwest region mascot, the phoenix. 

“As big as it is and kind of bulky, we did do a lot of calcula- 
tions,” Beardsley said. “A pilot came out of nowhere and told 
us point blank that it should fly, so it’s based off the wind and a 
little bit of luck.” 

Seattle University MEGR was also invited to the Flugtag by 


a Red Bull representative from their school, who sent them a 
package with duct tape and instructions on getting started, ac- 
cording to team member Trevor Umbenetti. Their structure, 
fashioned out of PVC pipe, wood and duct tape, took a month 
and a half to complete, as they encountered many structural 
problems and redesigns. 

Spectators flooded around Lions Lighthouse for Sight, 
onto the grass and down onto the beach during the event. 
Some rested their feet in the water as they sat on the rocks 
trying to get the best view possible. 

Some of the most extreme of extreme sports were pres- 
ent, including two sky divers who landed perfectly on the 
launch ramp after flipping and spinning all the way down. 

“We didn’t think you we’re gonna land,” a Red Bull Flug- 
tag announcer said after the skydivers landed. 

“Yeah, we got this,” one of the skydivers replied, without 
a hint of adrenaline in his voice: 

Some contestants in the Flugtag were nervous, especial- 
ly those who would be launched off the 31-foot platform 
while riding their aircraft into the deep blue. 

“T’m a little nervous but more stoked and pumped,” 
Kristy Davis of team Game of Throwns said. 

While other groups were formed from colleges or organiza- 
tions, Game of Throwns was a group of friends that loved the 
TV show, Red Bull and aviation. 

The U.S. record to beat was 210 feet, according to the Red 
Bull rules and regulations. Not all teams were trying for air, 
though, as much as they were seeking attention and laughs. 

Before launching their crafts off of the deck, teams each 
performed a dance or skit. University of California, Santa 
Barbara’s Belligerent Bufflebros performed a ritual to their 
giant bull while The Illuminaughty went from cloaked to 
un-clothed. 

While some of the teams came from Northern California 
and even off the coast, the top five contenders for People’s 
Choice award were California natives. The HSPE came in 
third place, while beer-enthusiasts Red, White and Brew! 
won the crowd over with an acrobatic pre-flight performance 
and a patriotic plane modeled after a Bald Eagle. 

The Oakley Factory pilots of Foothill Ranch, Calif., won 
both third place for distance and second place for People’s 
Choice with their plane modeled after a deep sea fish. 

The Legendary Flying Machine built a practical plane 
modeled after Howard Hughes’ Spruce Goose, which had 
its first flight in Long Beach, according to the team named 
in honor of Legends Sports Bar. The Legendary Flying Ma- 
chine flew 108 feet into second place for distance. 

The Chicken Whisperers, a team of aerospace engineers 
from San Francisco, beat not only the U.S. record but also 
the world record placed in Germany last year, flying their 
aircraft 258 feet. The aircraft was stopped only by a boat 
moored across the harbor. 

“I want to cry; it was beautiful,’ DeVine said after the 
Chickens glided past the record.

The ‘Niners end their 

nonconference season 
with a victory against 
Prairie View A&M.

The Long Beach State women’s 
volleyball team closed the Long 
Beach State Baden Classic by sweep- 
ing Cal State Bakersfield and Prairie 
View A&M in the Walter Pyramid 
this weekend. 

The victories were split by a bitter 
loss to Oregon State, marking the end 
of the nonconference part of the season 
for LBSU (7-6). 

“Now it’s conference,” head coach 
Brian Gimmillaro said. “We will see 
what happens from now on.” 

Coming off a narrow defeat against 
No. 11 UCLA, LBSU opened the 
Baden Classic by sweeping Bakersfield 
25-20, 25-21 and 25-13. 

Sophomore outside hitter Alex Reid, 
junior outside hitter Bre Mackie and 
senior outside hitter Delainey Aigner- 
Swesey each finished in double figures in 
kills, with Reid leading the 49ers with 15. 

LBSU opened up the first set with an 
impressive 15-9 lead but lost it quickly, 
as Bakersfield (6-5) was able to return 
to 16-15 thanks to several 49er mis- 
takes. Reid gave LBSU another lead at 
21-18 with two kills, and the 49ers ulti- 
mately won the set and later completed 
the sweep. 

“In the second or third game we 
started to fight,” Gimmillaro said. “Evy- 
erything was good once-we started to 
do that.” Saas 

In the end, LBSU finished off Ba- 
kersfield in the third set with a 25-13 
win. 4 

Later Friday night, The Beach suf- 
fered a stinging loss to Oregon-State 
(9-2) in a back-and-forth, five-set 
game. Aigner-Swesey finished with 


21 kills, her first game hitting 21 this - 


year, while Reid added 20 kills and 17 
digs as well.

With the ‘Niners leading 17-16 
in the fifth and final set, officials re- 
versed what would have been the 
winning point for LBSU. Instead of 
sending off the 49ers as winners, the 
officials made a late back-row block 
call that gave the point to Oregon 
State, tying the set at 17. 

With the points reversed, the Bea- 
vers regained the lead and won the set 
to beat LBSU 25-22, 19-25, 26-28, 25- 
20 and 20-18. 

“The ref was right in the end, but he

11 victory. Reid led The Beach’s hit- 
ters with 15 kills while Aigner-Swesey 
added 13 of her own. 


The Panthers closed in to 10-8 dur- 
ing the second set, but the 49ers’ con- 
sistent playing was too much for Prai- 
rie View to contend. In the third set, 
LBSU put a nail in Prairie View’s cof- 
fin to win it 25-11. 

“It’s nice to end preseason with a 
win before going into conference,” Reid 
said, “‘but we still need to work hard to 
make it through our conference.”

BYU forward Ashley Hatch took an 
open shot in the 87th minute that ul- 
timately met the hands of a diving 
McCain, who blocked the potential 
game-tying goal. 

“That was a game-winning save that 
[Kaci McCain] made,” Ingrassia said. 
“She made a huge save to keep the game 
for us today — to win the game for us.” 

McCain has recorded 13 saves over 
LBSU’s last three games while only 
allowing two goals. McCain said she 
had to alter her defense in Saturday 
night’s game because of BYU’s wide 
shot-range tendencies. 

“Normally you don’t expect play- 
ers to be comfortable enough to take 
shots from the 18, but with BYU, they 
were,” McCain said. “They’re very 
dangerous offensively.” 

Saturday’s win over the Cougars 
was LBSU’s second against ranked 
opponents this season, with the other 
coming in a 3-2 victory against No. 23 
Texas Tech on Sept. 1. 

“It’s just a great feeling,’ McCain 
said, “knowing that with such a young 
team and small team that we can ac- 
complish big things like this and can 
have big wins, and it’s just helping 
build a great program.”

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Long Beach State upsets No. 11 Brigham Young 


Mimi Rangel scores 
the 49ers’ only goal in 
a 1-0 upset victory.

More than 1,000 fans showed up for 
Saturday evening’s women’s soccer 
game at George Allen Field, and the 
49ers didn’t disappoint. 

Long Beach State edged out a 1-0 vic- 
tory over No. 11 Brigham Young in front 
of 1,082 fans, the third-largest attendance 
in the history of George Allen Field. 

The 49ers (5-3-0) were sharp all- 
around, needing a single goal, solid 

. defense and three saves by goalkeeper 
Kaci McCain to hand 11th-ranked BYU 
(5-2-1) its second loss in a row and only 
its fourth in its last 32 games. 

“We took care of the ball, which was 
something that last weekend was a prob- 
lem for us and now looks like two games 
in a row it’s ingrained in what we’re do- 
ing,” head coach Mauricio Ingrassia said. 

Having not scored a goal in the first 
half of any of its seven games this sea- 
son, The Beach took the field in sec- 
ond-half form from the very beginning. 
After opening the game by dominating 
possession for the first 13 minutes, the 
“Niners scored the only goal they’d need 
to complete the upset over the Cougars. 

“People like that [statistic], but I 
don’t care if we never score in the first

Senior Eileen Maes charged the 
net before colliding with BYU goal- 
keeper Erica Owens near the top of 
the box around the 18-yard line. Maes 
was helped off the field, and BYU was 
handed a foul. Meanwhile, the eventual 
game-winning play was being set up. 

While Rangel prepared to take the 
free kick awarded to LBSU after Mae’s 
collision, BYU formed a five-player 


wall about eight yards outside the goal. 

Rangel delivered a perfect shot that 
sent the ball sailing into the upper right 
corner of the net for her third career goal. 

One lesson that Ingrassia has 
preached to his team since the beginning 
of the season is learning how to play to- 
gether by experiencing new situations as 
a single unit. After the goal in the first 
half, Ingrassia said, the team assumed an 
unfamiliar mentality of defending a lead 
rather than trying to make one. 


LBSU goes 2-2 against top 
competition in Berkeley

The Long Beach State men’s water 
polo team suffered back-to-back losses 
but persevered to leave on a positive 
note in the NorCal tournament this 
weekend. 

In their most challenging tourna- 
ment of the season so far, the 49ers 
(9-3) were pushed to the limits of ex- 
haustion and concentration on both 
Saturday and Sunday in Berkeley in 
winning and losing efforts. 

After defeating No. 8 Loyola Mary= 
mount 13-9 on Saturday in their first 
match, the ‘Niners faced No. 4 Cal 
later in the afternoon. 

The Bears were able to jump out to 
an early first quarter lead 4-1 right off 
the bat and then extend it by going into 
halftime up 8-3. 

“We weren’t really in our groove, 
we were tentative at times,’ junior 
Devin Mefford said. 

The ‘Niners were able to rally back 
in the second half, but unfortunately 
for The Beach, the surge was not 
enough to diminish a comfortable lead 
built up by Cal. The final score saw Cal 
get the win 15-10. 

The ‘Niners went on to play UC 
Santa Barbara in their first match on 
Sunday, and the game turned out to be 
one of the most exciting of the whole 
tournament. 

After being down for the entire 
game, the 49ers came back with only 
minutes left on the clock in the fourth 
quarter to tie it at 4. Then, with only 
seconds remaining, UCSB’s Matt 
Gronow was able to score, giving the 
Gauchos a 5-4 win. 


“We’re still- contenders no matter 
what and not going to go down without 
a fight,” Mefford said, looking back on 
the weekend’s tough losses. 

Instead of dwelling on the loss, 
LBSU was forced to turn its focus to- 
ward its final match of the tournament 
against 10th-ranked Pepperdine. 

LBSU battled from behind against 
the Waves for much of the first half be- 
fore it was able to knot the score at four 
apiece going into halftime. 

In the third quarter LBSU fell be- 
hind again and ended up going into the 
fourth period down 5-6. 

The ‘Niners were able to tie the 
game 6-6 after a goal from sophomore 
Nolan McConnell at the beginning of 
the fourth. 

LBSU then showed poise on defense 
as it held Pepperdine to a scoreless 
fourth quarter. The Beach added three 
more goals and ultimately came out on 
top with a 9-6 win over Pepperdine. 

Senior Carter Taylor led LBSU in 
the match with three goals. However, 
the X-factor came in LBSU’s ability to 
shut down the Waves offensively in the 
fourth quarter. 

“Our defense today was pretty 
good,” Mefford said. “We kept two 
MPSF teams to low scores in both 
games.” 

While the 49ers certainly would 
have enjoyed leaving Berkeley with 
a record better than 2-2, they showed 
resilience in capping the weekend off 
with a convincing win. 

“It showed our strength as a team 
to be able to come back after losing on 
the last play of the game in the morn- 
ing,” sophomore Ricardo Guimares 
said. 

LBSU will now look to carry the 
momentum of the win into its home 
Opener against Princeton on Friday 
night at 7 p.m. at the Campus Pool. 


“It was good for the team to have to 
go through that, to deal with it,” Ingras- 
sia said. 

The ball was evenly distributed 
between the two teams for the majority 
of the second half until BYU took con- 
trol, attempting its last three shots in 10 
minutes near the end. 

Of BYU’s nine total shots, its final 
attempt came closest to tying the game.
